Less than ten per 'cent of the 
bituminous mines in 
the state are 


operating. 
We are 
hopeful of an 


early solution of the problem of get- 
ting the men back 'to work, but at 
present the way is not clear."

Brewster of St. Louis, chairman of 
the operator's scale committee of the 
central competitive district, and Ed- 
ward Searles of the Illinois committee 
were reticent following the morning 
conference, but it was indicated that 
the operators had decidjd to sit tight 
and wait for the government to act. 
The Indiana-Illinois operators will 
meet aiain this afternoon to frame 
* statement setting forth their posl- 
fJon. 


Chicago members of the committee 


who went to Washington recently to 
present information on the strike of 
day laborers in

clared that they could act undertake 
to change the wage agreement with 
the miner* signed last April, unless

by his manager, Miss Lucy Meli, at 
.$1,500,000. The run of frightened In- 
vestors 
to cover, Miss Meli said, 


meant more money in the already 
bulging pockets of Ponii. 


"Their money has been working 


for us all this time and Mr. Ponzl can 
now keep the fifty per cent profit 
which would have gone to these 
people."

Former Deentur Men Meeting With 


SneceKB In The Sonth. 


H. P. Ehrman, who formerly was In 


the laundry business here with his 
father, the late I. W. Ehrman, and 
before that in the clothing business, 
is here for a few weeks' visit His 
home now Is In Lake Charles, La, 


Mr. Ehrman now has one of the 


most unique businesses In the coun- 
try. 
He contracts with farmers for 


the raising of tabasco peppers and 
this year has 7,500 acres under con- 
tract, each farmer taking from one 
to fi\e acres. 


The plants are set out In the early 


spring, which is about March 1 there, 
and are cultivated until August. They 
are picked every two or three days 
from that 
time until frost In late 


October 
If green peppers are de- 


sired they are picked earlier and 
others are left to ripen for red pep- 
pers 
Both tabasco sauce and pepper
